REV. BROTHER AUSTIN'S 


LECTURE 


Lecturing on “The Place of Art in Irish 
Education,’’ before the Academy of Christian 
Art, in Dublin yesterday afternoon, the Rev. 
Brother Austin, M.A., Presentation College, 
Bray, County Wicklow, said that it was a 
lamentable fact that in Ireland people who 
were ashamed to admit a want of apprecia- 
tion of music and literature had no hesitation 
in declaring that they knew nothing what- 
ever about art, and took no interest in it. 
This situation was all the more to be deplored 
in a land so rich in the historical remains 
of ancient civilisation and in incomparable 
works of art in metal, manuscript and stone. 
To the pure soul of the child everything 
beautiful made a special appeal, and it should 
be the work of the school to develop that 
natural gift by a systematic training in ert. 
Art was almost entirely absent from our 
whole educational system, and this country 
was far behind most others in every phase 
of art, with one honourable exception—we 
possessed a collection of pictures in the 
National Gallery which bore comparison with 
that of most countries. Unfortunately our 
people rarely visited this fine collection, 
except to take shelter on rainy days. In 
England art, dominated the school programme ; 
it was widely used for the correlation of 
subjects. It was the aim of the present 
Government to develop industry as far as 
circumstances permit. The Minister for 
Education had _ repeatedly stressed the 
importance of a training in art. The want of 
a training in art was a serious ‘handicap. to 
all professional men. Apart from its value 
in industrial purposes, a training in art would 
develop the powers of observation and 
exercise the pupil’s judgment and taste. — 
Realising to the full the value of a distinct 
school of art in the ‘‘ rebirth of a nation,” 
the first Dail had appointed a Minister of 
Fine Arts in the person of their distinguished 
President. Count Plunkett. Their leaders of 
that. period might well have been excused 
had they omitted from their programme. even 
such a truly noble ideal as a revival in art 
at a time when ‘immediate and terrible 
war’’ threatened the very life of the nation. 
If the Ministers of the first Dail were 
idealists, they were far-seeing and practical 
idealists, and it was to be deplored that snb- 
sequent Governments had not followed their 
lead in this all-important matter. 


PLEA FOR ENTHUSIASM 


Enthusiasm, intense and widespread, had 
restored the national language. Why should 
their efforts be less in the case of art? The 
Department’s programme in art for secondary 
schools was admirable in every respect. Each 
branch of the subject: had its special aid. 
It was a pity that the scheme was not. more 
generally adopted. Drawing in the primary 
school programme had been relegated to the 
limbo of optionalism. The Irish Govern- 
ment, however, had done a praiseworthy 
work in lessening the import of foreign 
pictures, and thus giving national talent a 
chance, 

To create an atmosphere conductive to 
appreciation of art, the decoration of the 
school must have in it nothing sordid. If 
there were to pictures, they must he 
reproductions of the best that art could 
provide. A Department of Fine Arts should 
make drawiug compulsory in all primary, 
secondary, technical and vocational: schools,
